Marion County Court Holds That the 
Male Alone Is Qualified and That 
New Law Is Without Effect. 


MILITANT MEETS MILITANT-TWO WOMEN FIGHTERS, 


CASE WILL BE P W T L Y APPEALED 


Indiampolis, Ind., Sept. 17.—^What 
Is known a.s t h e women's partial suf- 
f r a g e act passed by the fast general as- 
sembly of the state of I n d a n a 
was 
held to be null and void by Judge John 
J. Rochford, of the Marion 
superior 
court, today. 
The court held the act 
was 
unconstitutional, 
but 
refrained 
f r o m issuing a temporary 
restraining 
order 
prohibiting women 
from 
reg- 
istering, because 
he declared 
action 
by a higher court reversing his deci- 
sion might work a hardship if he pre- 
vented women from registering now. 


The deefndants declared that in the 
absence 
of a direct 
prohibition 
of 
women voting under the 
constitution 
of the state of Indiana they 
might 
vote. 


All But Males Excluded. 


The court's decision was that 
the 
description as males in the constitu- 
tion of those entitled to vote excludes 
all others not named from voting un- 
der the legal maxim "that which is ex- 
pressed makes the wish that which is 
silent cease." 
The power of the legis- 
lature to enact such a law was denied 
by the court on the ground that the 
constitution alone could determine the 
qualifications of voters and that 
the 
legislature had no such authority un- 
der the constitution. 
The court also 
held that the right of women to vote 
for school commissioner.s voted on the 
same grounds that the legislature can- 
not name the qualifications of voters, 
but that school power is in the con- 
Btitution. 


While the court stated the plaintiff 
was entitled to a temporary restrain- 
ing order 
prohibiting women 
f r o m 
registering f u r t h e r for the fall elec- 
tion In 
Indianapolis he 
stated also 
t h a t the case could be submitted im- 
mediately for final determination In a 
higher court and that the decision or 
the higher court should prevail as to 
whether a permanent restraining or- 
der be granted, or none at all. 


The decision was in the case of Wm. 
Knight, of Indianapolis against the board 
of election commissioners of the city of 
Indianapolis and the board of registra- 
tion commissioners of Indianapolis seek- 
ing to prevent women voting under the 
act passed by the last legislature.

No, I don't need a va- 
cation."—^A. Bruce Bielaski to be a 
subordinate who urged him to take a 
few days off. 


The reply of Uncle Sam's 
secret 
service head tells the whole story of 
the punch he is putting into his work. 


Using up three or 
four 
stenog- 
raphers a day dicating orders 
and 
keeping in personal touch with the re- 
motest points of the vast net spun 
by his operatives, has not added 
a 
wrinkle to the face of the boyish chief 
of the Bureau of Criminal Investiga- 
tion, engaged at 34, in a battle of 
wits with the world's master spies. 


Bielaski was fit when the job came. 
Twelve years of hard work and plan- 
ning in the government service were 
back of him when the war began. 
He 
practiced keeping fit with the devotion 
of a fanatic. 


He used to play third base on an 
amateur team nearly every afternoon 
In summer after a day's work, eat din- 
ner and spend the rest of the evening 
at the Y. M. C. A. boxing with the in- 
structors or any professional pug who 
might drop In. 


The chief of Uncle Sam's sleuths is 
human. 
There is no Sherlock Holmes 
and Doc Watson stufi about his office. 
It looks like any other business of- 
fice. 


Bielaskl's battle with the Prussian 
spy system is his second great 
fight. 
Under his command 
the old 
white 
slave ring, which once girdled 
the 
United States and had many city po- 
lice departments ensnared, was broken 
up and the commercialized vice busi- 
ness destroyed or 
driven 
to 
South 
America. 


When 
Bielaski 
began 
this 
fight, 
there were just as many folk who 
pooh-poohed the idea of a great vice 
syndicate, as there used to be people 
who didn't believe in the German spy 
system. 
But Bielaski located the in- 
ner circle and attacked it in city after 
city, forcing police reform in his wake. 


Today the vice business in 'America 
is 
an 
unorganized 
sporadic affair, 
which can be banished from any city 
by local sentiment. 
Before, it was a 
powerful gang, making millions per 
month and wielding powerful political 
mfiuence. 


In spite of all the information leaks, 
and the activities of the German spy 
system today, its backbone was broken 
by Bielaski's sleuth the day war was 
declared, when 125 of the higher-ups 
were sent to prison as enemy 
aliens 
without trial. 


The remaining 
fragments 
of 
the 
system continue to wiggle like 
the 
snake's tail, but the net of the secret 
service is rapidly closing on the. 


A vast volunteer system has been 
built up for 
oVtaining 
information 
and nev/ forms of disloyal activity, and 
the doings of every I. W. W. leader, 
every so-called "pacifist" and all the 
other promoters of treason have been 
noted on the card index, which now 
contains 
the 
name 
and record 
of 
every 
suspected 
individual 
In 
the 
United States. 


Very little can be 
told 
now, 
but 
after the war there will probably be 
some startling revelations. 


A great deal of the pro-German ac- 
tivity is useless detail, which 
keeps 
the United States operatives busy, but i 
leads to nothing startling. 
The only 
thingr Bielaski has ever said about the 
German spy system is that it is "very 
persevering." 


Voluntary information is welcomed 


by the Bureau of Criminal Investiga- 
tion, although, of course, much chaff 
comes with the wheat. 
Bielaski says 
of the information sent in by private 
citizens that it proves the American 
people are Intelligently patriotic, and 
have not run wild or even given way 
to hysteria with ont or two exceptions. 


Probably the most sensational de- 
velopments in the spy hun are yet to 
come. 
These 
elements 
have 
been 
watched day and night. 


Bielaski is after them and they call 
Bielaski 
"the man who never 
gets 
tired" around the department of jus- 
tice. 


For the rest of it, he is married, 
lives at Crevy Chase, Md., works all 
day and part of the night, principally 
for the love of the game.

ventor here. 


Broadly 
stated, 
the 
principle

which it is based is that of distribut- 
ing the pressure of projectiles and ex- 
plosives as rapidly as possible with the 
aid of a particular material specially 
fitted 
for that task. 
The a r m o r con- 
sists of a system of double plates with 
more or less space between them ac- 
cording to the nature of the projectiles 
it is intended to sei-ve against. 
Such 
space is filled with a material which 
is very similar to sand, but i.s of ex- 
tremely fine grain and at the 
same 
time exti-aoi-dinarily hard. 
It fui-ther 
possesses

The address of Mr. Maurice C. Niezer to 
the voters of Fort Wajne .as the candidate of 
the democratic party for mayor will com- 
mand the earnest attention of all citizens— 
the women no less than the men.

With the disclosure of the Swedish 
secret 'diplomatic notes following on 
the heels of the unc9verlng of Zim- 
merman's secret instructions in the 
famous "Mexican note," Uncle Sam is 
fast developing a reputation as the 
"Sherlock Holmes of the- diplomatic 
world." 


Derided by foreign diplomats for 
lack of skill in diplomatic intrigue, the 
American state department has never- 
theless been the source through which 
the most treacherous German foreign 
office intrigues have been uncovered. 


How the United States came Into 
possession of these secret messages 
on which the fate of nations turns, 
and how it was able to translate the 
intricate cipher message of Germany 
and Sweden, arc questions that have 
puzzled many people. 
There Is, and 
probably will continue to be, a great 
mystery 
story 
connected 
with 
the 
means 
used 
by 
state 
department 
agens to secure the diplomatic corres- 
pondence of 
foreign 
countries, al- 
though 
the 
shrewdest 
guessers 
in 
Washington say 
the 
Swedish notes 
must have come through a pro-ally 
employe of the Swedish legation at 
Buenos Aires. 


But there is no mystery about the 
methods used in deciphering secret 
messages. 
You can put this down in 
your notebook—there is no message 
of the length of the Swedish cable- 
grams, written in cipher that Uncle 
Sam's 
crptographic 
experts 
cannot 
speedily unravel. 


If it was a five-word message in a 
new cipher, or even a longer message- 
written in code, for reasons that I will 
explain later the 
experts might 
be 
balked. 
But according to the cipher 
specialists, there is no cipher message 
of more than 25 words that cannot ul- 
timately be read—and practically all 
diplomatic correspondence of any cOn 
sequence Is sure to be at least that 
long. 


Secret messages are written either 
In cipher or code. 
In cipher signs, 
numbers or other letters are substi- 
tuted for the letters of the original 
message. 
In code, words or signs are 
substituted for words, phrases or even 
entire sentences of the original mes- 
sage. 


The reason long Cipher messages can 
Invariably be read is that in substitut- 
ing for the letters of the original mes- 
sage system must be used if the mes- 
sage is to be decipherable by the re- 
cipient. 
In a. message of 25 words or 
more some trace of that system Is 
bound to show up, while in short mes- 
sages of say Ave words it is not likely 
that the characters will be repeated 
frequently enough to reveal the sj'stem. 
Short messages can be deciphered only 
in the light of longer messages of the 
same cipher, or by skilful and repeated 
guessing, ' 


In code messages, on the other hand, 
there is ordinarily no system. 
The 
words or signs are arbitrarily chosen 
with the very idea of avoiding system. 
Code messages, unless very long or 
very simple, cannot therefore be read 
without the code book. 
This limits 
code correspondence to oases in which 
both parties have code books at hand. 


Furthermore 
the 
entire 
arrange- 
ment becomes valueless as soon as a 
copy of the code falls into the hands 
of the enemy. 
For this reason steal- 
ing code-books Is the great interna- 
tional pastime. COdea are so frequent- 
ly stolen that diplomat* lr«n«rally dia- 
truit them.

tems are used. It is equally surely re- 
vealed by the occurrence of 
certain 
characteristic 
variations 
from 
thsft 
normal frequency, if complex methods 
of obscuring the message are used. 


The art of enciphering and decipher- 
ing messages has made very little ad- 
vance since the days when Edgar Allen 
Poe wrote the "Gold Bug" and showed 
the frequency with which certain let- 
ters of the English language recurred 
was an almost certain index to de- 
ciphering messages. 
Indeed, all the 
fundamental principles of cipher writ- 
ing were known In Shakespeare's time. 
Lord Bacon could decipher any mes- 
sage of the modern diplomats. 


Uncle Sam has two sets of cipher 
wizards. One set is connected with the 
state department and specializes on 
diplomatic correspondence, the other 
is in the intelligence bureau of the war 
department and deals with military 
ciphers. 


Captain Parker Hitt, of the U. S. 
army has to his credit one of the most 
remarkable, achievements of any of 
the cipher experts—the deciphering, in 
less than an hour, of a Japanese mes- 
sage written in a highly complex ci- 
pher, in spite of the fact that he did not 
know one word of Japanese and did 
not even know the message was writ- 
ten in that languagei 
He deciphered 
the message and a translator did the 
rest.

mendous chance on a campaign into the 
heart of Russia. 


"Then, too, maybe the^i^iser is Just 
trying to get as strong a hold as possible 
on Russia so thai he can make a better 
bargain when peace terms are discussed. 
We'll wait and see, and Joe can watch 
the Russian-German news and keep us all 
informed on what's 
happening."

monia, disinfectants, etc., are at hand. 


Also see that brushes, mops, sweep- 
ers and washcloths are ready for the 
fray. 


Where to Begin—Clean closets, cup- 
boards, bureaus and bookcases before 
attending the rooms. 
If floors are to 
be painted or stained have material 
at hand to do it quickly. 
Examine 
window shades and curtains and make 
desired changes and repairs. 


If fortunate enough to have an attic 
do that first. 


Do a room at a time, don't crowd, 
and resolve to give your family a good 
dinner in spite of housecleaning de- 
mands, thereby removing the reproach 
of this task.

The Refrigerator—^A sulphur candle 
burned in a refrigerator which has not 
been used is a good disinfectant.

HOW TO SAVE PERISHABLE FOOD 
FOR USE NEXT WINTER 


Acting in co-operation with the government in the national 
food conservation campaign The Sentinel will from day to day 
present its readers with recipes and suggestions for preserving 
perishable fruits and vegetables. 


HOW TO DRY APPLES. 


Use winter apples, not the early or 
sweet varieties. 


Pare, core and cut into eighths. 
Or core and slice In rings, 
using 
fruit or vegetable slicer. 


Do not let them stand long befox'e 
drying. 


To prevent discoloration dip fruit, as 
it prepared, for one minute in a cold 
salt bath (one ounce of salt to one 
gallon of water). 


Remove surplus moisture by placing 
fruit between towels or by exposing to 
the sun and air. 


Spread thinly on trays or earthen- 
ware plates. 


Dry In sun, In oven, over the kitchen 
stove or before the electric fan, until 
the apples are tough and somewhat 
leathery. 


Stir from time to time. 


Dip for a moment in cold water. 
Drain and remove surface moisture 
by placing between towels or by ex- 
posing to sun and air for a short time. 


Spread thinly on trays or earthen- 
ware plates. 


Dry in sun, in oven, over kitchen 
stove, or before the electric fan until 
leathery. 


Stir from time to time.

The very advantageous contract en- 
tered into by the; city for the disposal 
of garbage is a satisfactory and eco- 
nomical solution of the question of 
disposal. 
The equipment for collect- 
ing the garbage should be developed 
to the highest point of efficiency so 
as to give the people 
quick 
service 
in the collection of all garbage. 


The excellent equipment of the city 
repair plant makes it possible to keep 
the streets In good repair at a mini- 
mum cost. 
The demands of present 
day traffic subjects the streets of our 
city to the maximum of use, and the 
streets should be kept in the highest 
possible state of repair and cleanli- 
ness. 
The unpaved streets should be 
properly graded and repaired so as to 
accommodate travel. 


With out extensive electric 
light 
and power plant all necessary exten- 
sions to adequately light the thorough- 
fares and the homes of our citizens 
should be promptly made. 


New Gas Rate. 


One of the first important 
duties 
that will confront the next mayor of 
the city will be to protect the Interest 
of the people I n ^ e adjustment of the 
new gas rate for the city. 
This Is 
made necessary because the present 
eighty-five cent gas contract will ex- 
pire in April of next year. 
If I am 
elected mayor of your city I pledge 
you that I will consent to nothing ex- 
cept the lowest possible rate that can 
be procured for the consumer. 
This 
question Is vital to our citizens. 
Gas 
Is now a commodity that Is used in 
most ever/ home in the city. 
It has 
become a necMsity like water 
and 
electric llght. -and as much care and 
caution should be exercised in regu- 
lating the price and 8upp>Iy of 
this 
commodity as has. been exercised 
in 
establishing the present low and rea- 
sonable rates for water, 
light 
and 
power. 
Any attempt to obtain' an un- 
fair rate for gas will be met by such 
steps as are necessary for the pro- 
curement at the earliest' date of 
a

franchise, that the city of Fort Wayne 
stands prepared to obtain a fair and 
reasonable rate, or it will engage In 
the business of furnishing to the citi- 
zens this commodity 
This is a very 
Important 
question 
and 
your 
next 
mayor will have à severe contest In 
its adjustment. 
There is at this time 
pending before the utility commission 
of Indiana a petition by practically 
all of the gas companies in the state 
of Indiana for an Increase of 
one- 
third In all of the present rates In 
the dictèrent cities and In this position 
Is Included our present rate. 
If this 
petition is not disposed of before the 
first of January next year, and I am 
eleected your mayor. I assure you that 
it will be contested by me. 


The commodities and service fur- 
nished by public utility corporations 
are 
intimately 
associated 
with the 
business and domestic life of oiiV peo- 
ple. 
I have always felt that these 
companies enjoying the profits of pub- 
lic franchises should be 
held to 
a 
strict accountability in the perform- 
ance of public service, in the ftlrnlsh- 
ing of electricity, gas, street car and 
telephone service. 
If I am 
elected 
mayor I pledge you that it will be my 
constant effort to see that all public 
utility companies within the city of 
Fort Wayne give to our citizens a full 
compliance of all of their contract ob- 
ligations In that their franchises will 
be carried out, not only in form but 
In substance, to the end that our peo- 
ple will receive 
satisfactory 
service 
from all such companies holding such 
franchises. 


Favors Park Improvements. 


Fort Wayne is justly proud of its 
parks and recreation 
centers. 
The 
proper maintenance of these is a civic 
duty that should 
not 
be 
neglected. 
With the growth of the city the ac- 
quisition of more of these centers for 
the beautification of the city and the 
recreation of the people, will be re- 
quired. 
In this should be included 
the improvement of the rivers for the 
purpose 
of 
beautification and flood 
prevention for the protection of the 
property of the people. 
All these im- 
provements should be made commen- 
surate with the growth and progress 
of the city, and always having In mind 
the desires of the citizens whose prop- 
erty will be assessed for the making 
of these improvements. 


Consistent with the march of demo- 
cratic government, I am a firm believer 
in the old principle that the people 
should rule, and pledge you that if I 
am elected mayor every officer serving 
under me will give to you a respectful 
hearing at all times in all matters 
concerning city affairs. 
The right to 
petition will never be denied any citi- 
zen. 
I will see that the people most 
directly interested in all matters af- 
fecting their property will be consult- 
ed before final action is taken by any 
board. 
I believe that in all matters 
which 
call 
for special 
assessments 
against your real estate and which af- 
fect particular neighborhoods that the 
property owners in that neighborhood 
who are especially harmed or bene- 
fited should determine the question. In 
all such matters the desires of the peo- 
ple of such neighborhodys will be sought 
and ascertained by any board appoint- 
ed by me before final action. 
With 
this in view I believe that on such 
questions, meetings should be held in 
such neighborhoods, and these ques- 
tions submitted to the people at meet- 
ings arranged for that purpose before 
action is taken by the city officers. 


For Public Convenience. 


The electric light plant with 9,277 
patrons and the water works plant 
with more than 16,000 patrons, in every 
part of the city, should institute every 
advance system of accounting and col- 
lecting the rentals to make the same 
convenient for the people. 
Along this 
line I have in mind that the rentals 
for service can and should be collected 
at different points in the city estab- 
lished as sub-stations, so that the peo- 
ple may be relieved of the tedious and 
time-consuming necessity of making 
all of such payments at a central point 
in the city. 
This could be worked out 
on the same plan as the postofClce sub- 
stations of our national government. 
If elected I would recommend and do 
all in my power to work out a plan of 
establishing such sub-stations for the 
collection of rentals. 
This plan can be 
established without entailing any addi- 
tional costs to the city and would be 
of great convenience and economy to 
the people. 


The multiplicity of the city utilities 
have grown to such an extent and will 
develop In a few yeaps to such pro- 
portions that efficiency of service to 
the public demands a co-ordination of 
all departments. 
It will be my en- 
deavor to establish 
such 
a Central 
Bureau 
of 
Information, where any 
citizen may inquire relative to any in- 
formation pertaining to his needs un- 
der any city department. 
This, I be- 
lieve will relieve the vexation caused 
by the separate organization of each 
department relative to the matter of 
service to the people. 
It will be the 
aim of this department to enable a 
citizen to find any Information relative 
to any department of the city, from 
one source, whether it relate to light- 
ing, water, garbage, sewer repairing, 
street cleaning or repairing, depart- 
ment of public works, finance, parks, 
or any other depai-tment of the city 
service. 


High Note of Patrfotlsm. 


We must wage this municipal cam- 
paign under conditions such as have 
never been known before, with the 
nation engaged at war with a powerful 
foe, and with the minds of the peo- 
ple diverted to some extent from the 
smaller duties to the highest duty of 
citizenship.

Philadelphia, Sept. 1 ^—If the de- 
p a r t m e n t of agriculture's rood survey, 
now In progress througliout the na- 
tion, discloses that large sections of 
the peculation 
appear 
to be 
eating 
more than the standard 
dietary 
re- 
quirement, the government will 
"be 
more than ever 
justified 
in 
urging 
them to curtail for the benefit of our 
allies," Helen 
M. Atwater, 
scientific 
Assistant of the Department of Agri- 
culture's States Relation Sei-vice, said 
here today. 
She addressed the 
Na- 
tional 
Conference 
on 
the 
World's 
Food, held by the American Academy 
of Political and Social Science. 


The food survey was begun on Au- 
gust 31, and was authorized by a re- 
cent act of congress. 
"The results of 
this first survey," the speaker said in 
part, "cannot fail to give valuable in- 
formation as to what food materials 
the country possessed, and where they 
•were located; 
but 
those 
responsible 
for it consider it chiefly useful as test- 
ing out the machinery for the second 
survey which it is planned to m a k e in 
Jiovember or December by improved 
methods. 
From 
the results of the 
two together they are confident that 
t h e annual food supply of the nation 
can be calculated 
more 
accurately 
t h a n by the method used abroad. 
V "The unprecedented 
value 
of 
the 
food supply as a guide to the nation's 
flietary 
needs lies in the fact that in 
addition to measuring the

icitock of food it h a s planned to provide 
reliable Information as to what people 
actually eat in different parts of the 
country and in families of

London, Sept. 17.—British naval sea- 
planes on Saturday dropped bombs on 
(ierman destroyers and trawlers along 
tlie Belgian coast between Ostend and 
Blankenburgh, near Zeebmge, hitting one 
destroyer and sinking at least one traw- 
ler. An official statement issued by the 
admiralty today says: 


"Naval aircraft made a bombing raid 
Saturday on enemy shipping 
between 
Blankenburgh and Ostend. Bombs were 
dropped on destroyers and trawlers or 
drifters. 
One large destroyer was hit 
amidships and one, probably two, of a 
group of four trawlers was sunk. 


"Jn the evening during a late patrol one 
of our seaplanes was attacked by two 
seaplanes which were 
engaged by oiur 
escorting airplanes, and one was shot 
down in flames, the other being chased 
towards some enemy destroyers. 


"About 10 a. m. yesterday our patrol 
engaged a formation of enemy aircraft, 
destroying one, and probably two."

gency construction in San Francisco 
and bay cities 
went on strike a t 9 
o'clock 
today following rejection of 
their demands for a 50 per cent in- 
crease in wages. T h e walkout in more 
than 100 plants w a s carried on with- 
out a hitch, it was reported. 
Feverish 
eleventh hour 
efforts to avoid the 
strike by employers and representa- 
tives of the United 
States 
shipping 
board failed. 
Proposals to arbitrate 
on a basis of 10 per cent increase of- 
fered had been rejected by the trades 
council, 
composed 
of 
twenty-five 
unions, on whose authority the strike 
was declared.

1150,000,000 in government shipbuild- 
ing and engine construction contracts 
and automatically tied u p other con- 
struction works.

Brought a t night to the bridge site, 
on pontoons, t h e huge span. longest In 
the world, was made ready for hoisting 
early this morning as soon as t h e tide 
should recede and leave it suspended 
on four great steel chains attached to 
160 ton jacks located on the uncon- 
nected cantilever a r m s which stretch 
out f r o m each side of the river. 


It w a s the breaking of one of these 
chains which in 1916 when a n attempt 
was made to raise the span caused a 
loss of fourteen lives. At 9:45 o'clock, 
the tide having fallen, daylight a p - 
peared between the decks of the pon- 
toons and the floor of the span.

the pontoons floated down stream with 
their burden cheers broke out f r o m 
the thousands on the banks.

ing was immediately begun, although 
so slowly that the motion was hardly 
perceptible.

Marion County Court Holds That the 


Male Alone Is Qualified and That

New Law Is Without Effect.

Indianapolis, Ind., Sept. 17.—What; 


is known as the women's partial suf- 
frage act passed by the test general as- 
sembly of the state of Indana was 
held to be null and void by Judge John 
J. Rochford, of the Marion superior 
court, today. The court held the act 
was unconstitutional, but refrained 
from issuing a temporary restraining 
order prohibiting women from reg- 
istering, because he declared action 
by a higher court reversing his deci- 
sion might work a hardship if he pre- 
vented women from registering now. 


The deefndants declared that in the 


absence 
of a direct 
prohibition of 


women voting under the constitution 
of the state of Indiana they might 
vote.. 


All But Males Excluded. 


...Tho.-qourt's .decision was that the 
description as males in the constitu- 
tion of those entitled to vote excludes 
all others not named fronr voting un- 
der the legal maxim "that which, is ex- 
pressed makes the'wish that which is 
silent.cease." The power of the legis- 
lature to enact such a law was. denied 
by the court on the ground that tho 
constitution alone could determine the 
qualifications of voters and that th< 
legislature had no such authority un 
der "the constitution. 
The court also 


held that the right of women to vot 
for school commissioners voted on th 
same grounds that the legislature can 
not name the qualifications of voters 
but that school power is in the con 
stltution. 


While the court stated the plaintiff 


was entitled to a temporary restrain- , 
Jne order 
prohibiting women 
from 


registering further for the fall elec- 
tion in Indianapolis he stated also 
that the case could be submitted im- 
mediately for final determination in a 
higher court and that the decision of 
the higher court should, prevail as to 
whether a permanent restraining or- 
der be granted, or none at all. 


The decision was in the caae of Wm, 


Knight, of Indianapolis against the board 
of election commissioners of the city of 
Indianapolis and the board of registra 
tion commissioners of Indianapolis seek- 
ing to prevent women voting under the 
act passed by the last legislature.

methods used in deciphering secret 
messages. Yp.u can put this down in 
your notebook—there is no message, 
of the length of the Swedish cable- 
grams, written in cipher that Uncle 
Sam's crptographic experts 
cannot 


speedily unravel. 


If It was a five-word message in a. 


new cipher, or even a longer message 
written in code, for reasons that I will 
explain later the experts might be 
balked. But according to the. cipher 
specialists, there is no cipher message 
of more than 25 words that cannot ul- 
timately be read—and practically all 
diplomatic correspondence of any con- 
sequence is sure to be at least that 
long. 


Secret messages are written either 


in cipher or code. In cipher signs, 
numbers or» other letters are substi- 
tuted for the letters of the original 
message. In code, words or signs are 
substituted for words, phrases or even 
entire sentences of the original mes- 
sage. 


Tho rbason long cipher messages can 


invariably be read Is that in substitut- 
ing for the letters of the original mes- 
sage system .must be used if the mes- 
sage Is to be decipherable by the re- 
cipient. In a message of 25 words or 
more some trace of that system is 
bound to show up, while in shout mes- 
sages of say five words it Is not likely 
that the characters will be repeated 
frequently enough to reveal the system. 
Short messages can be deciphered only 
n the light of longer messages of the 
same cipher, or by skilful and repeated 
guessing. 


In code messages, on the other hand, 


there is ordinarily no system. 
Tho 


•words or signs are arbitrarily chosen 
with the very idea of avoiding system. 
Code messages, unless very lontr or 
very simple, cannot therefore be read 
without the code book. This limits 


terns are used. It is equally surely re- 
vealed by the occurrence of certain 
characteristic variations from that 
normal frequency, if complex methods 
of obscuring the message are used. 


The art of enciphering and decipher- 


ing messages has made very little ad- 
vance since the days when Edgar Allen 
Poe wrote the "Gold Bug" and showed 
the frequency with which certain let- 
ters of the English'language recurred 
was an almost certain- index to. de- 
ciphering messages. 
Indeed, all the 


fundamental principles of cipher -writ- 
ing were known in Shakespeare's time. 
Lord Bacon could decipher any mes- 
sage of the modern diplomats. 


Uncle Sam has two sets of cipher 


wizards. One set is connected with the 
state department and specializes oh 
diplomatic correspondence, the other 
is in the intelligence bureau of the war 
department and deals with military 
ciphers. 


Captain Parker Hitt, of the U. S. 


army has to his credit one of the most 
remarkable achievements of any of 
the cipher experts—the deciphering, in 
lass than an hour, of a Japanese mes- 
sage written in a highly complex ci- 
pher, in spite of the" fact that he did not 
know one word of Japanese and did 
not even know the message was •writ- 
ten in that language. He deciphered 
the message and a translator did the 
rest.

'. . Philadelphia, Sept. 1 <.—If the de- 
partment of agriculture's t'ood survey, 
.now in progress throughout the na- 


tion, • discloses that large sections of 
the. population appear to be eating 
more than the standard dietary re- 
quirement, the government will "be 


„• more than ever justified in urging 


them to curtail for the benefit of our 


- allies," Helen M. Atn-ater, scientific 


Assistant of the Department of Agri- 


'. bUlture's States Relation Service, said 
'..hgre .today. She addressed the Na- 


tional Conference on the \V°rltl's 
Food, held by the American Academy 
.'Of-Political and Social Science. 


The food survey was begun on Au- 


gust 81,.and was authorized by a re- 
cent act of congress. "The results of 
this first survey,-', the speaker said in 


.'part, "cannot fall to give valuable in- 


formation as to what food materials 


. the country possessed, and where they 


were located: but those responsible 
for it consider it chiefly useful as test- 
ing out .the machinery for the second 
survey which it is planned to make in 
November or December by improved 
methods. 
From the results of the 


two together they are confident that 
the annual food supply of the nation 
can be calculated 
more 
accurately 


_ than by the method used abroad. 


., "The unprecedented value of the 
lood supply as a guide to the nation's 
dietary, needs lies in the fact that in 
addition to measuring the 
nation's 


stock of food it has planned to provide 


• reliable information as to what people 


actually cat in different parts of the 
country and in families of different 
circumstances. 
. 
"This is to be accomplished in two 


trays. The first is called a' food con- 
sumption survey, and in the prelimin- 
ary survey was made with the co- 
' operation of the 3.500 housekeepers 


visited for the household stocks rec- 
ords. Each was asked to keep a. daily 
. record o£ the food used by her family 


for seven days. 
Bianks were pro- 


an. which all the common food 


materials were listed in a way which 
she could understand, and she was 
simply asked to put down the amount 
of each in the spate provided. En- 
tries were made of the age, sex and oc- 
cupation of the members of the house- 
hold, their guests, the 
number of 


meals eaten by each. As much infor- 
mation as possible was collected re- 
garding the health, racial stock, in- 
come and general economic condition 
of the family. 


"For more accurate information as 


to the kind and amounts of food con- 
sumed,' another type of records has 
been provided.. These are known as 
dietary studies, the method of making 
them has been in use for forty or fifty 
years, and any intelligent senior in 


a college course in home economics' 
should be able to conduct one. 
All 


the food on hand at the beginning of 
the study, all that is procured during 
its course, ana all remaining at the . 
end, are carefully weighed and record- ' 
ed. 
All waste and refuse are also | 


noted. 
From these the amount of | 


each food material actually used is 
determined. The percentage compo-.l 
sition of each is then obtained from- j 
standard tables, or, in rare cases,' 
specially found by analysis, and by 
the use of these figures the protein, 
fats, carbohydrates and energy pro- 
vided are easily calculated. In these 
dietary studies accurate note is made' 
of the age, sex, weight, general con-! 
dition and occupation of the different' 


members of the family by means of' 
which the nutriments and energy act- 
ually consumed per person or per man 
per day are calculated. 
As full in- 


formation as possible is also obtained 
regarding the income, health and gen- 
eral standards of livii.e. 


"If, in spite of high prices and gen- 


eral dislocation of the usual sources 
of supply, large sections o£ our popu- 
lation appear still to be eating more 
than the standard requirement, we 
shall be more, than-ever justified in 
urging them to curtail for the benefit 
of our allies. Moreover, we may find 
that in many, perhaps in most sections 
of the country our food habits have 
not yet been disturbed to any im- 
portant extent."

Quebec, Sept. 17.—With thousands 


of spectators lining both sides of the 
St. Lawrence, the great engineering 
feat of raising the central span of the 
Quebec cantilever bridge into position 
150 feet above the river was begun 
tooday. 


Brought at night to the bridge site, 


on pontoons, the huge span, longest in 
the world, was made ready for hoisting 
early this morning as soon as the tide 
should recede and leave it suspended 
on four great steel chains attached to 
150 ton jacks located on the uncon- 
nected cantilever arms which stretch 
out from each side of the river. 


It was the breaking of one of these 


chains which in 1916 when an attempt 
was made to raise the span caused a 
loss of fourteen lives. At 9:45 o'clock, 
the tide having fallen, daylight ap- 
peared between the decks of the pon- 
toons and the floor of the span. As 
the pontoons floated down stream with 
their burden .cheers broke out from 
the thousands on the banks. The lift- 
ing was immediately begun, although 
so slowly that the motion was hardly 
perceptible.
